Chemistry 


Oleomargarines: The subject of butter substitutes has become a 
more live subject since the price of butter asserted itself in a most em- 
phatic way for the past several years. I think a few words concerning 
its real nature and its true value should be given, and I will attempt to 
show arguments for its use which are indisputable. 

In the first place the bulk of the American people have, for many 
years past fostered a foolish and ill-founded prejudice against butter 
substitutes. I think this prejudice arose from two sources; one, that 
oleomargarine was not a clean product; second, that there is no such a 
thing as “‘something just as good". 

It is to the credit of the intelligence of the American people that 
the idea that oleomargarines are not clean products, is rapidly passing 
away. This idea was undoubtedly due to the fact that, formerly many 
people used the words oleomargarine and butterine interchangeably, 
the latter term being applied in general to “renovated”’ butter, which is 
old stale butter “renewed”, that is purified, by chemical processes. 
However, in spite of the fact that this idea is practically dead, the pre- 
judice formed by it has left and will leave for years to come its imprint 
upon peoples’ minds. 

As for the second cause of this prejudice, I would say that people 
will have to learn that there is such a thing as “just as good”, and this is 
becoming more and more true as science, chiefly chemistry, finds me- 
thods by which they can equal or even excel mother nature’s handiwork, 
and put upon the market products produced synthetically that are just 
as good and even better than the natural products. One might add that 
this second prejudice might have a deeper reason than the idea that 
“nothing is just as good”’; that this reason is advanced to cover a reason 
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even more foolish and one that most people do not like to advance— 
namely, that it is a disgrace, to a certain extent, to use cheap substitutes ; 
in other words, it places them in that **plebian" class, who feel that they 
must conserve their resources by thrifty practices. 

That this is a fact, one has but to observe. Recently a woman 
bought a pound of oleomargarine. Law requires that the wrapper bo 
stamped as *oleomargarine". She asked that a second wrapper be plac- 
ed around the package. 

Another lady remarked that she used oleomargarine. She quickly 
corrected the impression she had given by hurriedly explaining that “оѓ 
course, she used it only for cooking". 

Having sufficiently dealt with the causes of the prejudice against 
the uses of butter substitutes, I will attempt to classify oleomargarines, 
and show why they are just as good as butter. 

There are two classes of so-called oleomargarines ; first, the real and 
original oleomargarine, which consists of animal fats and vegetable fats, 
the former often being predominant; second, the new type commercially 
known as nut butters. The second is not an oleomargarine in the true 
sense, but since it is required by law to label all butter substitutes as 
*oleomargarine", this second class is also included under this name, 
altho the best nut butters contain no olein. 

It is with the nut butters that I am chiefly concerned, because it is 
this class of butter substitutes that so nearly approximates the taste of 
butter and far excels it in preservative qualities. 

Nut butters are entirely vegetable products consisting of palm oil, 
peanut oil, cottonseed oil, corn oil, and even olive oil or fish oil are being 
used. Itis a peculiar fact that fish oil, olive oil, etc., lose their character- 
istic odor and taste after being “hydrogenated” ; in other words, several 
more hydrogen atoms are added. The addition of this hydrogen con- 
verts al] unsaturated oils, that is, oils which are capable of combining 
with more hydrogen if the hydrogen is available, into saturated oils, that 
is, oils which have all the hydrogen with which they can combine. This 
“hydrogenation” process at some time changes the oils, or the liquid fats, 
into solid fats. The chief constituent of the liquid fat is the unsaturated 
compound olein, and the chief constituent of the solid fat is sterin, a sat- 
urated fat. Thus hydrogenation changes liquid olein to solid stearin. 

By ordinary tests no difference can be detected between nut butters 
and real butter, and even most of the more delicate tests fail, because 
hydrogenation has made the artificial butter practically the same compo- 
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sition as natural butter. Very close examination, however, will shów 
practically no trace of olein in the best nut butters, while it is present in 
considerable quantity in real butter. This, however, is a great advan- 
tage for olein, being an unsaturated compound, decays readily and be- 
comes rancid. To show the relative preservative properties of buttér 
and nut butters I placed a dish of each in the laboratory immediately 
after New Years. In several weeks the butter became so rancid that it 
was necessary to throw it out. The nut butter as yet (April 21) shows 
no distinct traces of deterioration. 

As for the taste of nut butters, it can be said that they have a very 
fine flavor, and unless one has a sample of butter to compare with it, it 
would be a hard matter to be positive whether or not one had real butter, 
and when it is used on bread or other food, its detection by taste is even 
more difficult, if not impossible. 

One of my students, who was very confident that his ability to de- 
tect real butter by its flavor was infallable, was told to shut his eyes and 
then was allowed to sample two buns, which had been spread with real” 
and artificial butters, respectively. He chose the bun spread with the 
artificial butter as the one which in his judgment, was spread with real 
butter. 

One might state that a closely observing person will notice that due 
to the olein in butter, real butter when cut with a knife, will feel softer 
and less smooth than the nut butters. This, however, is a small matter, 
and has nothing to do directly with its properties. 

In this age of scientific research, which is merely another term for 
“searching for the truth", let us not be swayed by prejudices, and pre- 
formed opinions, but always open to conviction and willing to give all 
things a fair and impartial trial, thus giving our verdict and forming our 
conviction upon sound and indisputable facts.
